DECORATED WITH FLOWERS BY 
HANDS OF COMRADES.

As the Band Played a Dirge the Music 
Was Accompanied by the Guns 
of a Monitor Bombarding the 
Town of Paranaque. 


MANILA, May 30, 7:30 p. m.—Memorial 


Day was celebrated at Battery Knoll, 
where Scott’s guns were planted against 
the Filipino trenches in the first day’s 
fighting at Manila. Nearly 300 soldiers lie 
buried there.on a bleak mound, surrounded 
by rice fields, rough boards marking the 
graves, which are ranged in five unbroken 
rows. Beyond these are Spanish block 
houses and bamboo hedges, which were 
mown by shells from the American guns. 
The few soldiers who could be spared 
from the trenches came to Battery’ Knoll 


dusty and bronzed, bearing flowers with 
which to strew their comrades’ graves. A 
silk flag was placed above each mound. The 
day was as mild as a New England spring 
day, when, just before sunset a few hun- 
dred Americans gathered in a circle around 
Battery Knoll in blue and brown .uniforms. 
Among the soldiers were groups of Ameri- 
ean ladies, and brown-faced natives peering 
curiously at the unwonted spectacle from 
points near by. The guns of the monitor 
Monadnock, bombarding Paranque, boomed 
a significant reminder of the nearness of 
war. Just as the Sixth mies ge band be- 
gan a dirge, the thunder of the Monad- 
nock’s guns ceased, while taps sounded 
from the bugle. 

Col, Charles Denby of the United States 
Philippine Commission, presided at the ex- 
ercises. He spoke briefly of the peculiar 
solemnity of the day.to Manila. The chap- 
lain of the British cruiser Powerful made 
an invocation. Chaplain Pierce of the Twen- 
third Infantry and Chaplain Cressey of the 
Minnesota Volunteers delivered orations 
and the soldiers sang appropriate hymns. 
When taps sounded the soldiers took the 
flags from the graves, to send to relatives 
of the dead.

The Battleship Texas Fires a 
National Salute. 


DECORATION DAY AT NEW YORK. 


MILITARY AND NAVAL PARADE 
REVIEWED BY GEN. MILES. 


Events of the Day at Washington and 
Other Cities of the Union in the 
North and South. 


NEW YORK, May 30.—The graves of the 
dead of two wars were decorated in the 
burial places about New York to-day. The 
regular Memorial Day exercises were held 
in the afternoon in Riverside Park, under 
the shadow of Grant's tomb. . There the 
Grand Army ritual was performed and 
speeches were made by Gov. Roosevelt and 
others. The battleship Texas, lying in the 
Hudson, opposite the tomb, fired a ealute. 


There were several processions :in honot 
of the day, but the more important were 
the military parade in New York City 
proper, reviewed by Major-General Miles, 
and the military parade in Brooklyn, re- 
viewed by Gov. Roosevelt. The New York 
parade, consisting of every National Guan] 
Regimént in the city, three companies o| 
regular engineers, eight batteries of rezgu- 
lar artillery and forty-two Grand Arm; 
posts, started at 9 o'clock and marched 14 
excellent formation from Fifty-seventh 
street down Fifth avenue to Washingtor. 
Arch, where it was disbanded. The Na- 
tional Gua men were under the commanc 
Of Major-General Roe, the sailors unde 
Capt. C, D. Sigsbee, U. S. N., and the 
Grand Marshal was John B. Hyde. A re- 
viewing stand had been erected in Madison 
Square, and from this Major-General Miles 
watched the troops swing by. 

The Brooklyn parade started at 10 o’clock. 
It inciuded marines, several batteries of 
regular artillery, the Naval Militia, Grand 
Army posts and other organizations. Guvuv. 
Roosevelt reviewed the procession from a 
Stand erected near the Soldiers and Sail- 
ors’ ‘Memorial Arch in the park« piaga, 
As in Manhattan, the streets were full of 
sightseers, and cheers for the veterans 
were coupled with cheers for the younger 
soldiers, who had won their veterans ip 
under the heat of a Cuban eun. 

These two parades constituted the best 
military features that have marked Decora- 
tion Day in this city for years. 

In Jersey City, the chief. event was the 
dedication of a new 
poe pe in front ‘of : a 
monument cost about SOO. A large -pa-~ 
rade composed of military and: civic shpat. 
igations tormed and marched by the cicy 
Hail. There, religious exercises were per- 
formed by Mer. Seton, and school children 
sang patriotic songs. The oration of the 
day was made by former Assistant Secre- 
aa? of the Navy McAdoo. 

he more serious exercises in Manhattan 
were at New Brunswick, N. J monu- 
ment erected in honor of those who went 
down in the battleship Maine was unveiled 
after a parade of the G. A. R. and civic 80- 
cieties. 

At Orange, N. J., there was also unveil- 
ing of a soldiers’ and sailors’ monument 
The monument cost $6,000. One of the most 
remarkable features of the day was the 
extraordinary reception accorded the Seven- 
ty-first Regiment of New York City mili- 
tary parade. Several officers of this or- 
ganization have been subjected to inquiry 
regarding their conduct in Cuba, but the 
men were greeted to-day with enthusiasm 
that has seldom been seen in New York. 
All along Fifth avenue the crowd yelled 
and cheered when the Seventy-first passed 
as they did no other regiment. Women tore 
off sashes, ribbons and even caps and 
waved them in the air. 

As the Seventh Regiment of the Nationa] 
Guard, which did not go to the war, passed 
the reviewing stand of the Manhattan 
parade, several persons began to hiss. The 
hissing grew in volume until it almost 
drowned the cheers with which the friends 
of the regiment tried to hide this un- 
friendly demonstration. 


NORTH AND SOUTH CEMENTED. 


Sentiment of Decoration Day Speeches 
at Philadelphia. 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa., May %3).—Memo- 
rial Day was more elaborately observed 


in this city than for a number of years. 
The government and municipal offices 
were closed, as also were the schools, and 
business was cacy od suspended. Promi- 
nent local orators delivered addresses dur- 
ing the ceremonies by the G. A. R. at the 
various cemeteries. The trend of all the 
speeches was that the war with Spain had 
cemented the North and South in a bond 
of friendship never to be broken. 

Impressive ceremonies were conducted in 
the National Cemetery, Germantown, a 
suburb of this city, where the bodies of 
224 Confederate soldiers are buried. For 
the first time the graves of the men who 
wore the gray were decorated with a flag 
and a floral emblem by the soldiers of the 
North. The men of the G. A. R. found 
and marked with the national colors the 

raves of other Southern sold-ers in Mount 
Moriah Ceenetery. While the veterans of 
the civil war remembered their dead com- 
rades. the men who gave up their lives in 
the war with Spain were not forgotten. 
All the graves of the Pennsylvania Volun- 
teers who died while in service and were 
buried here, were appropriately decorated. 
A detail of Battery A visited Laure! Hill 
Cemetery and decorated the graves of their 
comrades whose deaths occured in Porto 
Rico. A wreath was forwarded to Nyack, 
N. Y.. to be placed on the grave of ang! = 
Harold P. Smith, of the Battery, who is 
buried there. 

At various Roman Catholic churches 
mass was celebrated for the repose of the 
souls of the men who lost their lives dur- 
ing the Spanish-American war,

The interior of the Court 
of Cassation presented to-day the same as- 
pect as on yesterday, the aanae ladies oc- 
cupyving seats in the galicries. Behind Pres- 
ident Senaent there were seated many 
judges and other court officers, public men 
and distinguished men of letters. The same 
impressive silence was observed when the 
sitting opened at noon. 

M. Batlot de Beaupre resumed the read- 
ing of his report on the Dreyfus case. He 
said that if in 18M the officers of the court- 
martial had thought it was not their duty 
to show Dreyfus the documents — 
him, the judges, not being lawyers, ha 
erred, though acting in good faith. 

M. de Beaupre then entered at length into 
a consideration of the arguments of the 
anti-revisionists, who, he said, contend that 
even if the document, ‘Ce Canaille de De—,’ 
should be shown not to refer to Dreyfus, 
it would be no reason for revision because 
the document was not responsible for the 
conviction of Dreyfus. The machinations 
of Col, Du Paty de Clam and Lieutenant- 
Colonel Henry, it had also been argued, 
gave no grounds for revision, because they 
had also been disavowed by Gen. Conz, 
assistant chief of the general staff, and 
by his superior, Gen. Boisdeffre. 

M. de Beaupre created a deep sensation 
by solemnly declaring that he had become 
convinced that the bordereau was written 
by Major Count Ferdinand Waslin Esier- 

azy. 

M. de Beaupre concluded his report by 
asking for a revision «@ the verdict of 
condemnation, and a retrial of Capt. Drey- 
fus by a courtmartial.

THEY SAY THE TYRANNY OF THE 
TRUST IS UNBEARABLE. 


Ir.ces Have Been Increased 20 Cents 
a Gallon and Many Obnoxious 
Conditions Imposed on 
Dealers.

NEW YORK, May 30.—Nearly 200 retail 
liquor dealtrs and wholesale grocers have 
combined to fight the Whisky Trust. Prep- 
arations are now under way through Hahn 
and Smith to form a stock company. These 
are the izwyers who organized a brewing 
company sé€véral years ago, all the etock- 


‘holders of which were saloon keepers. 

For the tiew whisky company ‘$468,000 al- 
vready has been subscribed and $1,000,000 is 
expected soon. 

“The. Whisky. Trust,’’ said Mr: Hahn, “has 
raised the price of whisky 20 cents a gallon 
and has issued circulars imposing ali sorts 
of obnoxious ccnditions on patrons. 

The déalers of New York and vicinity feel 
courageous enough to carry on a war with 
the Whisky Trust to the knife. 

‘There are enough liquor dealers in this 
eity and they have enough capital to with- 
stond the tyranny of any trust. Subscrip- 
tions are now pouring in on us. We have 
just received the reports of seven commit- 
tees of five members each. The commit- 
tees report that dealers are ready to mdke 
any move in the coming battle with the 
trust. 

“The wholesalers are well treated by the 
trust, being allowed discounts, with the 
result that retailers are charged high prices 
for an ordinary brand of whisky. We ex- 
pect to have a plant in running order very 
soon and will not only place whisky on 
the maket, but wine and cigars. There is 
absolutely no reason why we should not 
be able to protect the interests of the re- 
tail dealers of New York City and at the 
same time carry on an active competition 
with the enemy. 

“The subscripticns from the dealers have 
ranged from between $00 and $6000, but We 
have decidei to keep all subscriptions down 
to $2000. 

“On June 28 a general meeting of the new 
company will be called and a board of 
twelve directors elected. The dealers are 
holding meetings every Monday for the 
purpose of receiving the names ef new sub- 
ecribers ard discussing a plan of campaign 
against the trust. The example set by New 
York should be tollowed by other cities. 
Concerted action is the only thing that 
will enable the retail dealers to hold their 
own against a grasping monopoly.”

at last fulfilled, and that the Confederacy, 
swallowed up by the’ Union, livés again in 
American manhood and brother , such 
as were contemplated ‘by the makers of 
the Republic. ‘ 
To those of us who were’ the comrades 
and contemporaries of the dead that are 
buried here, who survived the ordeal of 
battle, an who lve to biess _ the 
day, there is nothmg either strange or 
unnatural in this, because we have seen it 
coming for a long time; we have seen it 
coming in the kinship of ties even as close 
as those of a common country; in the ro- 
bust intercourse’ of the forum and the 
market-place; in the sacred interchanges 
of the domestic affections; but, above all, 
in the prattle of children who cannot dis- 
tinguish between the grandfather who wore 
the blue and the grandfather who wore 
the gray. a 
It is required of no man—whichever flag 
he served under—that he make any renun- 
ciation shameful to himself, and therefore 
dishonoring to these grandchildren, and 
each may safely leave to history the cast- 
ing of the balance between antagonistic 
schools of thought and opposing camps in 
action, where the essentials of fidelity and 
courage were so amply met. Nor is it the 
part of wisdom to regret a tale that is 
told. The issues that evoked the strife of 
sections are dead issues. The conflict,which 
was thought to be irrenconcilable and was 
certainly inevitable, ended more than 380 
years ago. It was fought to its bloody 
conclusion by fearless and honest men. To 
some the result was og ge others it 
was disappointing—to all it was final. As 
No man disputes it, let no man deplore it. 
Let us the rather believe that it was need- 
ful to make us a nation. Let us the rather 
look upon it as into a mirror, seeing not 
the desolation of the past, but the radiance 
of the future; and in the heroes of the 
New North and the New South who con- 
tested in generous rivalry up the  fire- 
swept eteep of E] Caney, and side by side 
re-emblazoned the national character in the 
waters about Corregidor Island and under 
the walls of Cayite, let us behold hostages 
for the Old North and the Old South blent 
together in a Union that knows neither 
point of the compass and has flung its ge- 
ography into the sea. 
Great as were the jesues we have put be- 
hind us forever, yet greater issues still 
rise dimly upon the view. 
Who shall fathom them? Who shall fore- 
cast them? I seek not to lift the veil on 
what may lie beyond. It is enough for me 
to know that I have a country and that my 
country leads the world. I have lived to 
look upon its dismembered fragments whole 
again; to see it, like the fabled bird of won- 
drous plumage upon the Arabian desert 
slowly shape itself above the flames and 
ashes of a conflagration that threatened 
to devour it; I have watched it gradually 
unfold its magnificent proportions through 
alternating tracks of light and shade; I 
have st in awe-struck wonder and fear 
lest the glorious fabric should fade into 
darkness and prove but the insubstantial 
pageant of a vision; when, out of the 
misty depths of the far-away Pacific came 
the ming of Dewey's guns, quickly foil- 
lowed by the answering voice of the guns 
of Sampsor. and Shafter and Schley, and I 
said: “It is not a dream. It is ‘s prom- 
ise redeemed. With the night of sectional 
confusion that is gone, civil strife has 
passed frum the scene, and, in the light of 
the perfect day that is come, the nation 
fin as the first fruit of its new birth of 
freedom, another birth of greatness and 
power and renown.” 
Fully realizing the responsibilities of this 
and the duties that bel o it, I for one, 
accept it, and all that it brings with it 
and implies, thankful that I, too, am an 
American. Wheresoever its star may lead, 
I shall follow; nothing loath, or doubting; 
though it guide the nation's footsteps to 
the furthermost ends of the earth. ljev. 
ing that in the creation and the preserva- 
tion of the American Union the hand of the 
Almighty has appeared from first to last;

A. R. was delivered by Dr. J. H. Race, 
chancellor of the U. S. Grant University. 
The oration for the American-Spanish war 
dead was delivered by Lieutenant Cook, late 
adjutant of the Fourth Tennessee Regi- 
ment. A salute.was fired by a detach- 
ment of artillery, and the thousands of 
graves were strewn with flowers.

realize that it is no longer war’ and di-. 
lomacy in dealing with the insurgents, 
ut plain war. Diplomacy and the Peace 
sommission must take hack seats wntil 
the enemy has been completely Whipped and 
forced to surrender. ° 
Gen. Otis has not a suffictent number of 
men to accomplish this result. It is said 
he has 80 informed the War Department, 
but the officials will not admit it. They do 
admit, however, that the outlook for an 
early peace is very gloomy, and that more 
troops are dly needed in the Philippines 
--Just how to meet this situatien is a ques- 
tion which confronts them and requires 
prompt decision. Although Gen. Otis states 


* that he will confinue an aggressive cam- 


paign during the rainy season, it is appre- 
tiatéd that he will be able to do 
more than garrison some of the points 
Whieh the forces under Gens. MacArthur 
and Lawton have taken and hold them

RATE FIXED AT 30 1-4C PER TON 


Both Parties to the Strife Satisfied 
With the Decision of the State 
| Arbitration Board. 


@PRINGFIEBLD, Tll., May 30.—There is 
every reason to believe that the Siate 
Board of Arbitration has brought the Pana 
s-rike of over a year’s duration to ‘an end. 
Both parties to the strife say they are gat- 
|isfied and that-a resumption of work will 


immediately follow. 

The mining rate is fixed. at 30%c per ton, 
tun of mine. This is 9c below the 5s0- 
called ‘“‘scale price,” but is an advance ol 
$c per ton over the ®rice paid prior ko 
April 1, 1898, the date of: the commence: 
ment of the suspension at Pana. The prices 
fixed for entry work and day labor are the 
same as the prices fixed for similar labor 
in the Chicago and Alton gub-district by the 
recent decision of the board. They are an 
advance in vhe prices heretofgre paid at 
Pana. Heretofore the miners at Pana have 
receivéd nothing for room turning. The de- 
Cision provides that-the miners shall kh 
paid for ihis work, in addition to the min- 
ing price, $% for the tirst 16 feet, if, tas 
Width be not less whan § feet. 

In addition to its decision proper, the 
board also makes a number of recommend- 
ations, with a view to ah é¢quitebie ant 
permanent adustment of the trouDbdie a 
Pana. ‘T‘he union is to be recognized, the 
mines are ho be conducted according to the 
union rules, and both miners and operators 
by representatives, are to .attend future 
conveations for the fixing of mining rates. 
The* coupon system ig to be abolished, and 
all wages* paid in cash. The non-union 
miners now at work are to be retained 
until they. volufi.arily cease to work, and 
work is to be provided immediately for lh 
union miners, an equal turn being given thé 
union miners now @t Pang. ‘hese pro- 
visions, however, are subject to the excep. 
tions thal if the re-employment of certain 
union miners, or the continuatioh in em- 
ployment of certain non-union miners, shal. 
be impracticable byereason of acts of vid, 
lence committed during the trouble ai 
.Pana, these may be rejecied or discharged 
upon agreemeri. of the operators and repre- 
sentatives of the union miners, or they may 
be designated by the bcurd incase of i 
failure to agree. 

The decision follows: 

‘The original suspension grew out of the 
demand of the union miners for the 40- 
cent mining rate fixed by the ‘Springfield 
Scale,’ which went into effect on the date 
named, and their demand for the recogni- 
tion of their organization. 

“In July, 1898, while these mines were 
still in suspension, the union miners ap- 
plied to this board for arbitration. Tne 
Operators, however, did not join in the 
proceeding, and were not represented, eith- 
er 4s parties or witnesses, et the hear- 
ing. In that case, the board after hear- 
ing such evidence as it was practicable 
to. obtain, recommended that the mining 
rate be fixed at 33 cents per ton, run Of 
mine, But this recommendation was not 
accepted by the operators, 

Ip the present case both the operators 
ang a majority of the union miners join 
n the proceeding. 

“The mining price paid at Pana for sev- 
eral months prior to April 1, 1898, wae 27% 
cents per ton, run of mine. In the consider- 
ation of the subject in the former pro- 
ceeding (July, 1898), it wae stated by repre- 
sentatives of the mines that this price was 
considered equivalent to 30 cents, the min- 
ing rate fixed by the miners’ scale of Sept. 
21, 1897; and it was upon this assumption 
argely that the ‘board, apply- 
ing the general rule of a 3- 
cent _advance which prevailed in the 
Joint Scale Committee of February, 1898, 
in the readjustment of ‘the mining jWrices 
for the State at large, felt justified in rec- 
ommending that the price at Pana be fixed 
at 33 cents. 

“Evidence produced in the present case 
leads. uB tothe conclusion that the sup- 
plies in question were not of sufficient 
value to make up the discrepancy between 
the ecale price and the price actually paid, 
and we thérefore feel at liberty to depart 
from the premises of the former decision. 

“Making due allowance for al the cir- 
Cumstanges invoived in this case, we are 
of the opinion that the Pana mines can be 
il cont profitably at a mining: rate of 

cents per ton, run of mine; that at this 
rdte the miners will be enabled to make 
gous wages, all conditions there being per- 
aps more favorable for theeminer than at 
any other place in the State; and that this 
rate will do no injustice to the operators 
in competing coal fields. 
“It is therefore adjudged that the min- 
ing rate to be hereafter paid by the Pen- 
well Coal Co., the Springside Coal Co. 
and .the Pana Coal Co., be 30% cents per 
ton,. run of mine, the miners to pay for 
all supplies in accordance with the geh- 
eral custom throughout the State, 
“It is further adjudged that the following 
prices be paid for narrow work: For &- 
foot entry, $1.58% per yard; for 10-foot.en- 
try, $1.88 per yard;. for 12-foot entry, $1.23 
per yard. . e 
“That for all entries over 12 feet and up 
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companies. 

“4. That representatives of the operators 
and ofthe union miners of Pana hereafter 
attend and participate in such conyentions 
or conferences of operators and miners as 
may be held for the adjustment of mining 
rates for the State at large. 

5. That the ‘coupon system’ be abolished, 
and that all wages be paid every two weeks 
in cash or its equivalent. 

It is well known that during the exist- 
encé Of the trouble at Pana accounts of 
violence thave been committed, by whom 
we make no attempt to determine. It is 
clear that neither side is wholly blame- 
less; byt there is no occasion here for crit- 
icism or censure or for any effort to fix, 
the initial guift or responsibility. 

‘fHowever, in view of the situation which 
resulted from theke lawless and violent 
— we make the following recommenda- 
tions: 

‘1, That if, by reason 6f acts of*violence, 
or for other sufficient cause, the operators 
shall decline to re-employ certain union 
miners; or.if, for like causes, certain non- 
union miners now et at said mines 
shalt have incurred the hostility of the 
union miners to such an extent that their 
association together would be a menace to 
the peaceful and orderly operation of said 
mines, the miners, both union and non- 
union, subject to such objection, may be 
discharged or stricken from the tist of 
those elfgible to re-employment. 

‘9? That the individuals to be thus dis- 


charged or rejected (if any there be) shall 


be selected by mutual agreement of repre- 
sentatives of the several operators and of 
the union miners at Pana; or, in case of a 
failure to agree, the matter shalt be re- 
ferred to this board for adjustment;. and 
for the further consideration -and deter- 
mination .of this matter, if the same shall 
become necessary jurisdiction of this case 
is hereby, retaifed.™ .

JUDGE MARSHALL’S OPINION IN 
AN UNIQUE CASE. 


Giegmund L. Kramer and Joseph L. 
Griffin Got the Same Number of 
Votes for Justice of Peace 
and a Lawsuit Re- 
sulted. 


Siegmund L. Kramer, who tied with Jo- : 
geph L. Griffin for the office of Justice of 
the Peace of the Fourth District, and who 
Was appointed by the Mayor to the office, 
was deprived of the position Tuesday morn- 
ing by the Supreme Court. 

The decision in the case, written by Judge 
William «. Marshall, develops an imterest- 
ing condition of affairs relative to decisions 
of ties in elections. 

In substance, Judge Marshall holds all 
the other Judges concurring, that the con- 
stitution being silent about such cases, any 
law enacted by the Legislature providing a 
“method of filling the office im the case of a

The court holds that the Mayor had no 
authority to unpoint Kramer, and that an 
election must be held. 

In deciding the case, Judge Marshall, re- 
ferring to the section of the statutes under 
which the Mayor made the appointment, 
Says: 

“It follows that so march of section 6099 as 
attempts to authorize County Courts to de- 
cide in cases where two or more persons 
ghall have an equal number of votes for Jus- 
tice of the Peace for any township is uf- 
constitutional and that as County Courts 

' have no such power, the Mayor of St. Louls 
has no such power, if he has the power 
of County Courts in this respect, which it 
is not necessary to decide, and hence that 

_ the respondent herein has shown no legal 
Witte to the office of Juetice of the Peace 
for the Fourth Justice District of the city 
of St. Louis, but in law is an intruder there- 
in. The writ of ouster is hereby issv»,l 
against respondent ousting him from the 
office of Justice of _the Peace for the 
Fourth Juste District of the city of St.
